Nearly ten years ago on a bright sunny morning I was walk- 
ing leisurely along a country road in Scotland and what can be 
more beautiful than a Scottish countryside in sunny weather, par- 
ticularly that part of Scotland which is traversed by the River 
Spey, and where can one find better Aberdeen-Angus cattle than 
graze the adjoining heather-clad hills which, of course, enhance 
the beauty of a pastoral scene as no other caitle 
can. But as I strolled along this attractive Spey- 
side road that morning drinking in to the full the 
scene presented by that beautiful and peaceful land- 
scape, | was unexpectedly brought face to face with 
a reminder of a grim tragedy that had not many 
years earlier befallen a quiet and industrious peo- 
ple who had tendea the flocks and herds of this 
thriving live stock community. By the roadside in 
a sheltered nook, there stood a large bronze tablet 
upon which were inscribed the names of the men 
from that neighborhood who had lost their lives in 
the World War. I recall that I was astounded at 
the number of them. It seemed to me roughly cal- 
culating as I read them off one by one, that the 
greater portion of the boys and young men of the 
district must have gone away never to return dur- 
ing the four years of the war. At first I could not 
make it seem real, and then I remembered the 
Somme where a2 million Englishmen had died, and 
it did not seem so strange. 

The joy had gone out of the morning for me, 
however, and in its place came a feeling of sadness 
as I visualized how the farm youth of the very soil 
upon which I stood before this misfortune befell them had gone 
happily about their duties of taking care of their animals and till- 
ing their fertile agricultural acres; and how they had undoubtedly 
had ambitions and plans for the future such as the improvement 
of their cattle, horses, and sheep, because this particular region 
was and still is noted for the best of all of these to be found in 
the whole of Britain; and then how they were forced to give it all 
up in order to stop one who was thought to be a mad man from 
over running all of Western Europe. 

I felt better again as I recalled how this conquest had been 
stopped and the British Isles had again been saved from invasion 
from which they had been free for over eight hundred years with 
the result that their great pure bred industry was still intact, so 
after all, these brave young men had not died in vain. Suddenly 
to me also came the thought that this must be in the vicinity of 
the former home of a young friend of mine in America with whom 
I had discussed conditions of his homeland shortly before sailing. 
And I felt still better as it came back to me that he was one of 
the boys from this lovely spot who had returned from the war, 
and that although broken in health from the effects of it had 
been able to come to America and make a fresh start. In fact 
he was even then one of the best known fitters and showmen to 
be found in all that land. He had already fitted and shown cham- 
pions at the great International for the Hartley Stock Farm and 
for the Iowa State College. 

_ Although I had been an admirer of this young Scotsman and 
his work at the Hartley Stock Farm and at Ames for several 
years, I never really felt well acquainted with him until we met 
by chance on a cold rainy morning of April, 1927. I had arrived 
from Yakima, Washington, on an early morning train to attend 
the Kemp sale near Marion, Iowa. While waiting around the Mar- 
ion Hotel lobby with other breeders for transportation over sev-

eral miles of muddy road to the Kemp farm, I noticed a young 
fellow standing apart from the others and apparently ill at ease 
because of being entirely amongst strangers. Recognizing him as 
George Edwards, herdsman for the Iowa State College, I introduc- 
ed him to my friends and asked him if he would not like to ride 
out to the sale with my partner, Walter Congdon, and me as we 
were expecting a car which we had ordered very 
shortly. I recall how his always cheerful smile 
broadened as he accepted the invitation. On the 
way out to the sale, at my instigation, as the car 
slowly negotiated the muddy roads, George told me 
something of his background in Scotland. He had 
been reared at Hayston Farm, Glamis, which is the 
home of one of the best known Aberdeen-Angus 
herds of Scotland, the property of Mr. James Whyte 
who quite recently served as President of the Aber- 
deen-Angus Society of Great Britain. 

“My father,” said George, “had been with Mr. 
Whyte for forty years during which time he fitted 
and showed many champions. When I was a young- 
ster, I also spent many hours with John Grant who 
had charge of the Glamis Castle Aberdeen-Angus 
herd owned by the Earl of Strathmore, Glamis 
Castle being only two miles from Mr. Whyte’s 
farm.” 

The Strathmore herd became famous for its 
Birmingham and Smithfield champions and, of 
course, further glamour has been attached to it in 
recent years as the childhood home of the present 
Queen of England, the ever popular Elizabeth. 

Thousands of American live stock enthusiasts will remember 
George Edwards’ successes in this country, but at any rate, I am 
going to enumerate some here which stand out most vididly in 
my own memory and partly because of which I have chosen him 
for a place in my gallery of fame. When he first came to Amer- 
ica in about 1920, he went to the Hartley Stock Farm where he 
was privileged to work with some of the best Aberdeen-Angus in 
the country. And to say that he made the most of this oppor- 
tunity is putting it mildly as is evidenced by the great prize win- 
ning bulls, Pride 2d of Page and Black Balzac of Page. Not easy 
to forget either are the champion females Blackwood Lady E. of 
Page, Katinka 3d of Page, Blackcap Bessie of Page, and Ensign’s 
Eline of Page who was grand champion of the 1921 International. 
The last two cows named also subsequently became the ancestral 
females of two great strains of breeding in the Hartley herd, 
namely the Blackcap Bessies and the Hartley Elines. 

As I recall it was about 1923 when George took over the job 
of head herdsman at the Iowa State College Farm. And there he 
almost at once started upon a spectacular career of breeding, fit- 
ting, and showing winners in the steer division of the Internation- 
al Show at Chicago. In fact it is doubtful if his achievements in 
that field have ever been surpassed. I can see in the International 
arena, as if it were only yesterday, the great steers Mah Jongg 
and Campus Idol, the former grand champion in 1925 and the lat- 
ter in 1934. And I can also hear the applause of the thousands 
that were there to witness these climaxes of the steer judging at 
the International as there always is. This with the press photo- 
graphers clamoring for pictures of the champion and his success- 
ful exhibitor makes indeed a thrilling scene and one which might 
turn a head less level than most of our herdsmen and exhibitors 
seem to possess. I remember fully as well in the same arena 
Sparkplug and Kivan both reserve grand (Please turn to page 85

Mr. Don R. Ornduff, has just apologized 
by letter to the Aberdeen-Angus Journal 
for an error appearing in the editorial col- 
umns of the April 15th issue of the Ameri- 
can Hereford Journal relative to the aver- 
ages made by the various breeds at the Cal- 
gary bull show and sale in which all three

breeds were sold at auction. The editorial 
gave the Hereford average as $205.00; the 
Shorthorn average at $126.00 and the Aber- 
deen-Angus average at $89.00, when as a 
matter of fact the Aberdeen-Angus average 
was $173.00. Don’s gracious letter is ac- 
cepted and the blame is resting upon the 
printers. Thanks. 


Turning to the detailed report of the sale 
appearing on page thirty-six of the same 
issue we find that the averages are given 
for 1939 and 1940 and in these figures find 
a bit of encouragement for the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed. In 1939 the Hereford average 
was $230.00 per head; the Aberdeen-Angus 
average was $167.00 per head; a difference 
of $63.00 per head. At the 1940 sale the 
Hereford average per head come to $205.00, 
off just $25.00 per head as compared with 
1939, while the Aberdeen-Angus average 
for 1940 was $173.00 as compared with the 
1939 average of $167.00, or up $6.00 per 
head. Thus reducing the margin between 
the two breeds from $63.00 in 1939 to $32.00 
in 1940. Approximately fifty percent. 
Looks like the Black Babies are coming up, 
even at Calgary. They’ll make the grade, 
just give them time. It used to be a lot 
worse than that.

Tops Once More 


This time it’s made on heifers at St. Jo- 
seph, Missouri, market on April 5th. Per- 
haps there were no Whitefaced heifers on 
the St. Joseph market on that day, we don’t 
know about that, but we do know that the 
price of $9.25 per hundred pounds for these 
Davis City, Iowa, fat heifers was 25 cents 
per hundred above anything else on that 
market on April 5th according to a report 
just at hand from Mr. E. K. Herrington, of 
that city. A quarter a hundred is not very 
much, nevertheless it’s clean profit above 
any and all breeds for the day, and after 
all this clean profit is a nice thing to have 
hanging around any person’s feed lot, 
whether he be a small or a big operator. 
The Herringtons still have their steers on 
feed as well as a nice bunch of calves. They 
are now using a bull purchased from the 
Hal Catterson herd at Maryville, Missouri, 
and the calves just arriving look better than 
ever according to Mr. Herrington.

And, Again! 


Speaking of the ability of Aberdeen-An- 
gus to make top prices when they come to 
market let us take into consideration a ship- 
ment of 1485 pound bullocks bred, fed and 
marketed by Fawley Brothers, of Geary 
county, Kansas, whose herd and operations 
received attention in the Journal some while 
back. These gentlemen built their herd on 
a Shorthorn foundation, using strictly high 
class Aberdeen-Angus bulls over a period 
of many years and always holding back for 
replacement in their breeding herd the bet- 
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City market with steers averaging 1485 
pounds that sold at $11.25 in the highest 
transaction in weighty cattle since Septem- 
ber, 1939, when choice 1344 pounders went 
up to $11.35. The Fawley steers on April 23d 
were the highest for their weight since 
June, 1939, when highly fitted 1483 pound- 
ers realized even $13.00 per hundredweight. 
There were thirty head in the Kansas con- 
signment. 

The shipment also included twenty-nine 
choice 900 pound heifers that sold at $10.75 
in the peak transaction in their division 
since last December according to the Drov- 
ers Telegram. Thus the Doddies scored a 
double header in competition with any and 
all comers. It might be well for commer- 
cial producers who contemplate installing 
beef cattle for the purpose of delivering top- 
pers at the various markets to take a brief 
vacation and pay the Fawley Brothers plant 
a visit to see just how it is done. Their 
breeding herd now consists of approximate- 
ly 350 head of very high grade Aberdeen- 
Angus cows developed from a first cross be- 
ginning. What they have accomplished may 
well be repeated by any other good farmer 
and feeder in the corn belt. After all the 
differential between the steers grown on 
the average farm as compared with the 
prices attained for these better steers is an 
important profit factor that must not be 
overlooked if the operator desires to really 
go places in the beef making business. 

May it here be suggested that a strictly 
high grade Aberdeen-Angus cow herd can 
be developed in a very few years from any 
sort of a beginning that may be at hand. 
No matter how mixed or how many types 
or colors are now in your herd, the use of 
good Aberdeen-Angus bulls and the succes- 
sive retension of the top heifers for re- 
placement will in two to three crosses re- 
sult in an even type, a true color, hornless 
cattle, that will have feeding ability to 
make a profit from your farm crops and 
roughages. It’s good business to maintain 
a cow herd from which to grow at least a 
share of your feeder calves. These cows 
will take care of roughages that otherwise 
will be lost. Why not plan your operations 
to utilize every spear of grass and every 
bushel of grain grown on your farm, to the 
best possible advantage? 

Another thing: The Journal will be de- 
lighted to have breeders and feeders report 
their sales to this office as soon as they 
have been made. When details as to meth- 
ods of production, feeding and caring for 
these steers accompany the report we shall 
be still more grateful. Thanks gentlemen, 
let us hear from you.

The annual Maryland Show and Sale at 
Frederick held Monday, May 6th, again 
shows improvement in the type and qual- 
ity of the offering. 

Few consignment sales offer a_ better 
group of cattle and bring them in as at- 
tractively fitted as most of the 1940 Mary- 
land Sale cattle. : 

The show held at ten in the morning 
found Kenneth Litton, of Morlunda Farms, 
Lewisburg, Virginia, passing out the rib- 
bons, and a grand job resulted. Everyone 
seemed pleased, and especially when the lit- 
tle heifer, General’s Ivy 571744 consigned 
by T. B. Dorsett was placed first in her 
class. The reason being that Mr. Dorsett 
is a comparatively new and small breeder, 
and yet could bring in a heifer that was 
good enough to take the honors in class. 

In selecting the bull winners in the two 
classes, Mr. Litton placed Andelot Junior 
Eric 564106 at the top of the older bulls 
and Geneleric of Cremona 565340 at the top 
of the younger bulls. Andelot Junior Eric 
was made the grand champion bull, and he 
had many a supporter in the sale up to a 
$1000.00 and then Mr. A. D. Anderson, of 
South Rolling Road, Catonsville, Maryland, 
who recently selected a few females from 
Monocacy Farms, went on to take this bull 
at the top of any Maryland sale to date, 
the price being $1125.00. Too much empha- 
sis cannot be placed on the selection of a 
herd sire, and Andelot Junior Eric should, 
in our mind, prove the finest kind of a buy 
for Mr. Anderson. The bull has the type, 
and exceptionally nice top, good front and 
beautiful lines, with enough thickness and 
quality to prove a real herd sire. The Cre- 
mona bull, Geneleric of Cremona 565340 was 
also a real prospect, possibly a little lower 
set, and Mr. Heath Steele, owner of Glen 
Mary Farm, Great Mills, Maryland, secured 
a real bargain when he bought him at 
$650.00. : 

The females, numbering sixty, were a real 
sight, and four classes were judged. 

In the first class, the Cold Saturday en- 
try, Queen of Rosemere 315th 542162 nosed 
out the Blakeford entry, Blakeford Nancy 
550506, and both were grand heifers. 

Younger bred heifers were headed by Cre- 
mona Hileen 558892, one of the smoothest 
and typiest heifers offered in any sale this 
year. Cold Saturday had a pair of heifers 
in this class, both good ones, that crowded 
the Cremona heifer some, but not enough 
to beat her. Cremona Eileen proved a 
worthy class winner, for she proceeded to 
take champion female honors and to bring 
top female honors for the day and for the 
Maryland sales to this date. She goes to 
the herd of Great Oaks Stock Farm, owned 
by Mr. Howard L. McGregor of Rochester, 
Michigan. We think she will make a real 
addition to the many good ones that have 
been purchased for this new herd. 


We mentioned the good heifer entered by 
Mr. T. B. Dorsett as winning her class, and 
we liked her a lot. One other heifer, who 
with a bit more age, a bit more fitting, 
would have made more competition for Cre- 
mona Eileen than any other is Edacity of 
Wickwire 585925 an August 1939 calf, that 
Wickwire brought to the sale. This little 
baby heifer won the class for younger heif- 
ers with no other heifer crowding her at all.

R257—Balanced Incomplete Block and 
Lattice Square Designs for Testing Yield 
Differences Among Large Numbers of Soy- 
bean Varieties (26 pp.), by Martin G. Weiss 
and Gertrude M. Cox, Farm Crops Subsee- 
tion, Agronomy Section and Statistical Sec- 
tion, United States Regional Soybean Indus- 
trial Products Laboratory, United States 
Department of Agriculture, cooperating. 

This bulletin discusses the analysis and 
value of two quasi-factorial arrangements, 
which are especially well adapted to the 
testing of differences between large num- 
bers of varieties. The arrangements des- 
cribed are balanced incomplete block and 
lattice square designs. 

Although the efficiency factor of these 
designs, because of the confounding of va- 
riety differences with block effects, is low- 
er than that of randomized complete block 
designs, on soil of normal variability the de- 
signs permit the elimination of sufficient 
variability due to soil differences to more 
than offset this loss. The merits of the 
lattice square arrangement are demonstrat- 
ed on extremely heterogeneous soil where 
use of the design results in a gain in pre- 
cision of 150 percent over that of randomiz- 
ed complete blocks. An illustration is also 
presented in which the design on very uni- 
form soil results in a loss of precision of 
31.5 percent. 

The use of these designs is recommended 
in variety trials involving large numbers of 
varieties when the trials are conducted on 
variable soil and when differences between 
the varieties are relatively small.

The Howard County Auction on April 22d 
was a decided success from the standpoint 
of breed promotion in that territory. Many 
new men were on hand and most all of the 
cattle sold were kept right in that locality. 

This buying power represented right at 
home will have a decided influence on the 
coming sales scheduled annually for Howard 
County, and it is a fact that the breeders 
were more than pleased to see so many of 
the good females retained in the community. 
This means more members for the Howard 
County Association, more consignors to the 
future sales and that more of the better 
quality cattle will soon be available for 
these annual offerings. 

The breeders of Howard County placed a 
heavy load on their association by taking 
over the old mill, where the sale has been 
held the past two years. Some improve- 
ments were made in the building by taking 
out one of the ends of the barn to let in 
more light on the sale cattle, and stalls 
were made the full length of the shed. 
These stalls are in a double row facing each 
other, with an alleyway behind both rows of 
stalls and a feed way down the center. 

There was plenty of room in the barn to 
accommodate most of the buyers as the cattle 
were inspected and the arrangement of the 
barn gives the breeders a very nice concrete 
loading platform to use in displaying any 
individuals as they are led out for 
closer inspection. This means that the sale 
cattle are viewed as they stand on the level 
and not belly deep in loose straw as _ they 
appear in the rings at many of the sales. 

The average of the sale could have been 
a great deal higher had about half the 
younger bulls been sold privately, but there 
was a good reason for offering this young- 
er, and cheaper selling bull group. First it 
brought to the sale many bull buyers, who 
had been stalled off until this day to buy 
their sires and secondly the females were 
sold at relatively good prices and gave these 
new men the opportunity to see just what 
the advantage is in raising good pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle and offering this 
breeding stock to the public through the 
Association’s annual sale. 

The top female was Blackcap Mistress of 
Herndale 515871, a June 19, 1936, cow. This 
was a mighty smooth female and sired by 
the same bull that sired Mercer, the steer 
that travelled all over this country after 
winning the International grand champion- 
ship in 1939. No wonder that the Mercer 
County breeders were well represented at 
this sale and that they were the ones to 
purchase this nicely bred Blackcap cow. 


The top bull of the sale was Blackcap Lad 
of G. A. 7th 579068, a July 3, 1939, McHenry 
Blackcap and a real thick bull whose sire 
was Prizemere 360th. This bull is a double 
grandson of Prizemere 32d and also carries 
the blood of Eileenmere 15th and Blackcap 
Bertram.

“~— usual the majority of the buyers were 
from the home state, but many were men 
new at the business and who intended to 
urchase their first cattle from this good 
offering, and as the cattle came through the 
ring, consignor after consignor appeared 
much relieved as certain of their good cattle 
passed into new hands. ; 

The top bull of the auction was Martin of 
Osage Hills 518227, a tried sire owned by 
Charles Schubert, Osage City, Missouri. 
This was the sire that Charles loaned to 
Belleau Stock Farms, St. Peters, Missouri, 
where August A. Busch, Jr., has assembled 
a good group of foundation females.

The top selling female, a daughter of the 
top selling bull, Barbara of Osage Hills 
547691 consigned by Charles Schubert, was 
sold to J. C. McLean, Quincy, Illinois, for 
$330.00 top selling individual of the day and 
one of the best heifers at any of the sales 
I have attended this spring. She is a double 
bred Blackcap Revolution and the breeding 
alone would warrant her being top of the 
sale.

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A Great Cow and Her Wonderful Daughters

f the Chimeras and the success 
gd Hollinger’s Wheatland Farms 
h d of Aberdeen-Angus cattle are synony- 

aed for one never would have happened 
without the other. Old Chimera, when I 
bn her last at the Hollinger farm, was in 
the invalid’s paddock beneath an improvised 
shade, resting out her last days. Even then 
she was a real cow, good type and confor- 
mation, a real bundle of char- 
acter, her eyes were dimming 
with age, but the touch of her 
hide was just as attractive as 
ever. All these essential char- 
acteristics did she impart to 
her daughters, for never a 
single one missed finding a 
place in the Wheatland Farms 
show herd. They all made 
show records that were covet- 
ed by others. Each for herself 
has grown into a great cow, 
except of course the last 
daughters, who very soon will 
be the match for their older 
sisters and no doubt take their 
places in the show string. It 
was only by sincere persuasion 
that Jimmy Hollinger consent- 
ed to part with one of these 
great heifers. This was Chi- 
mera of Wheatland 9th a 
daughter of the great cham- 
pion bull Revemere of Wheat- 
land 17th, who in turn is a son 
of Revemere of Wheatland 
11th and he by the grand old 
patriot Revolution 41st, the 
many, many times champion 
and sire of many more cham- a 
pions, the bull that really help- 
ed make the Wheatland herd. 
He was a son of the mighty Blackcap Revo- 
lution who was an_ International grand 
champion son of Earl Marshall. “17th’s” 
dam was a granddaughter of Irenmere 6th 
who really started the Hollinger herd on the 
right road. He being a son of the famous 
old bull Prizemere 9th. 

Old Chimera was a daughter of Irenmere 
6th, who was a straight Rosemere bred bull, 
that carried on many years, and most suc-

To my mind, and also to the minds of 
many of the visitors to the Schwarm sale, 
this day’s offering was well received and 
was well distributed around the arena. 

When I say well sold I do not mean that 
they sold too high, but brought average 
prices being received for good, well bred 
foundation cattle. Only eight of the females 
sold brought less than two hundred dollars 
and not a one sold under a hundred and a 
half, with four of these eight selling for 
one seventy-five or better. After circling 
the sale tent and landing at 
St. Elmo, just five or six miles 
away, I was lucky in find- 
ing a young fellow with a 
car willing to drive me over to 
the Schwarm sale and in a 
very few minutes I was shak- 
ing hands with many Illinois 
breeders whom I had not seen 
since the late Illinois sales last 
year. 

In passing through the barns 
I met J. F. Thornton, of New 
Berlin; Floyd Armstrong and 
Son of Tuscola; J. Garrett, 
John and Paul Tolan, of Pleas- 
ant Plains; Frank Whitehead 
of Kahoka, Missouri, runner 
up of many of the top animals 
sold this spring; Forrest Le- 
mons, of Congerville and 
Manager Marshall of Lantz 
Farms; Philip Postel, of South 
Side Farms and his herdsman, 
Ted Fehls; Leslie Hamilton, of 
Good Hope, purchaser of the 
top selling bull of this sale, 
and a great many old friends 
and many new men who were 
on hand to see these good cat- 
tle sell. 

A glance at the sale report 
will show that a good many of 
these cattle went into the hands of new 
breeders, men whose names have not been 
seen on other sale reports this spring. They 
were on hand from Illinois, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky and Missouri and did not spend much 
time in making a division of these cattle. 


Col. Art Thompson opened the sale, call- 
ing on our good friend, Bill Barton, of the 
national office for a few words, after Mr. 
Ed. Schwarm had welcomed the crowd to 
the sale. Ed. had no business being out in 
that tent on this windy day, for he was 
right in the middle of a very bad cold and 


sore throat siege and left his bed just to be 
on hand for the opening of the sale, but like 
all good breeders, never left the platform 
until the last animal had gone through the 
sale ring. 

Mr. M. A. Judy, of Lebanon, Indiana, was 
present and also had a few words to say 
concerning the breeding and blood lines of 
these cattle before they were offered to the 
buyers. He is perhaps one of the oldest 
breeders we have left with us and despite 
his years can still make himself heard over

a very large tent. Several times during the 
sale he would get to his feet and inject very 
choice remarks concerning certain individ- 
uals in the sale, going right into the back- 
ground of their breeding and giving the 
younger breeders some good information. 
The sale was opened on the females and 
they were readily accepted by the buyers. 
Not once during the sale could you say that 
a lull came in the bidding and the thirty fe- 
males were soon divided among the breed- 
ers of four states for an average price of 
two hundred and twenty-one dollars. The 
bulls did not average quite 
this high, thirteen bulls be- 
ing most too many to offer 
with only thirty females be- 
ing sold, but they sold real 
well, bringing as much, or 
more, than many of the 
bulls sold in the other 
spring sales.

As you run your thumb through the 
pages of your catalog just glance at the 
family names on these pedigrees. Queen 
Mothers, Prides of Aberdeen, Rosemere 
Prides, Barbaras, McHenry Barbaras, Las- 
sie Blackbirds, Ballindalloch Blackbirds, 
Trojan Ericas, Finlarig Elbas, Chieftain and 
Kildonan Ericas.

Bindweed Control. 
Experiments on the Control of Eu- 
han Bindweed (Convolvulus arvensis L.) 
(76 pp.), by A. L. Bakke, Botany and Plant 
Pathology Section. 

The European bindweed has become well- 
established in lowa during the last 15 years. 
The aerial shoots generally appear the lat- 
ter part of April and attain their most pro- 
fuse growth during June and July. The 
root system may penetrate to a depth of 20 
feet. The seeds may retain their vitality in 
the soil for a number of years. 

Sodium chlorate has proved to be the 
most effective herbicide. The usual concen- 
tration is 1 pound of the salt to 1 gallon of 
water. Climatic conditions have much to 
do with the effectiveness of sodium chlorate 
sprays. If applied when temperatures are 
high and humidity low, they do not produce 
as effective results as when the humidity is 
high. Best results have been obtained when 
sprayings have been made upon the weed 
when grown in small grain or in a smother 
crop such as millet. Equally good results 
have been noted when the bindweed was 
grown in rye. 

Winter rye, followed by alfalfa seeded in 
August, has been effective in suppressing 
the weed, and soybeans, millet, cane and su- 
dan grass have proved to be effective in 
reducing the numbers. Cultivations twice 
a week for 2 years did not eliminate all the 
bindweeds. Cultivations made twice a week 
proved to be more effective than cultiva- 
tions once a week. 

Intensive pasturing with sheep and hogs 
did not materially reduce the European 
bindweed population.

the breeders in the state fail to take ad- 
vantage of pas as they come up in

7 ee I am sure that the consigning 
breeders to the state sale could and cer- 
tainly should make an effort for 1941 and 
thereafter to list a more attractive consign- 
ment. Quite a few of the cattle that were 
offered and sold could have been in a much 
more attractive condition. Many could have 
been of better type and of better quality. 

As a promotional venture sponsored by 
the state association, it should be the wish 
and determination of every Hoosier breeder 
to enter an animal that would have a chance 
to top the sale. 

Furthermore, the breeders who do consign 
better cattle to the event suffer because of 
the lack of enough of the good ones to at- 
tract an interested crowd and the fact that 
so many of the less desirable kind must be 
sold and the low average price becomes 
more or less established. 

Bulls, sold remarkably well, with twenty- 
two of them averaging more than $170.00 
and the thirty-two females brought an av- 
erage of $154.54 with the entire number, 
fifty-four lots averaging $161.22. 

It is our opinion that this average might 
well have been an even hundred dollars 
higher, if enough of the better cattle had 
been offered. 

The sale manager can in no way be blam- 
ed, for if consigning breeders do not list 
tops, all the promotion and effort expended 
by the sale manager to have a good sale is 
too greatly handicapped for the kind of a 
success that he plans and works toward 
accomplishing.

truly good cows in the J. Omar Cole herd. 
This bull topped the sale, going to Mr. Paul 
Jordan, of New Paris, Ohio, who slipped in 
at just the right time to take home not only 
the bargain of the day, but a bull that 
should make history in his herd.

Dr. and Mrs. Ralph Wadley, Lansing, 
Michigan, were present in person and suc- 
ceeded in acquiring a pair of very select 
Blackcaps. They were the two year olds 
Fountain Glen Lulu, a Judy Blackcap, 
double granddaughter of Revolution 84th, 
bred to Fountain Glen Rebellion 10th; and 
the McHenry Blackcap, Knollview Blackcap 
9th, another double granddaughter of Revo- 
lution 84th in calf to the same bull.

Those of you who have watched the sale 
dates will realize that there were three 
sales scheduled for April 29th, one at 
Marion County, one at Peru, Indiana, and 
one at Brandy Rock, Vir- 
ginia, with a sale the next 
day at Sterling, Illinois, and 
that the succeeding days 
were pretty well covered 
with sales for the southern 
half of the Illinois trade 
area. 

Despite the fact that the 
many sales kept several of 
the regular customers away 
from Knoxville, a good sale 
was held with forty-four fe- 
males selling for an aver- 
age of $187.00 and sixteen 
bulls averaging $152.00. A 
heavy rain the evening be- 
fore the sale and a relative- 
ly clear day the 29th 
brought out a big crowd 
and the catalogs were soon 
all handed out as the buy- 
ers took their places on the 
seats. 

The sale started on the 
females and as they were 
sold through the ring an 
average was made as each 
ten head sold. This average held up won- 
derfully well with the first ten head bring- 
ing $214.50, the second ten $215.75, the third 
ten $217.90, then dropping down a little un- 
til the total on forty-four stood at $187.00. 

The top female was a sweet little heifer 
belonging to Ray and Herbert Cline, Miss 
Burgess of Buena, selling to Dr. Ralph 
Wadley, Roana Farms, Lansing, Michigan, 
for $525.00. 

The bulls were next with the top selling 
bull, Blackcap Marshall 68th, going to C. 
R. Harkin, Osceola, Iowa, for $225.00. Sure- 
ly the bulls sold cheaply in comparison to 
the females and several real bargains were 
picked up this day at the ringside, both in 
the bull and in the female offering. 

We have noticed that at all the sales this 
spring there has been an increase in local 
demand, especially at the selling spot where 
the visitors each previous year have had the 
opportunity to see first hand just how well 
the demand has been holding up for these 
good black cattle. This demand and the 
fact that breeders of pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle continue to get good returns 
each year from their investments in good 
cattle has led more farmers into the pure 
bred business. This is evidenced at the 
Knoxville sale, where the breeders of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle have increased in that 
county until there are fifty herds located in 
Marion County. Is it any wonder they con- 
tinue to place the better kind of cattle in 
their annual sales with such a large supply

For many years one of the familiar fig- 
ures round and about the shows and sales 
has been Mr. M. G. O’Connor, of Blockton, 
Iowa, who operates one of the fine live 
stock farms in southern Iowa. He has been 
not only an Aberdeen-Angus enthusiast all 
these years, but he has backed his good 
judgment in the building of a real herd of 
breeding cattle. April 16th was a rather 
blustery spring day following a fine rain 
fall which made the close-in roads leading 
to this fine farm, about a mile off 
the hard road north of Blockton, al- 
most impassable for the day. Mr. 
O’Connor met me at the highway 
and together and afoot we crossed 
one of the finest clover meadows 
in that section in order to reach the 
barns and yards where we found the 
cows, heifers and calves as well as 
the bulls that are in preparation for 
this draft sale which will be held at 
the sale pavilion at Mt. Ayr, for 
the convenience and comfort of 
those who attend, on Thursday, 
June 6th. This sale is scheduled 
between the Fullerton sale at Mi- 
ami, Oklahoma, on June 4th and the 
Dr. George Laughlin sale at Kirks- 
ville, Missouri, on June 8th. Allow- 
ing a day between the Fullerton and 
O’Connor sales for folks who wish 
to attend both sales to make a rath- 
er leisurely trip north.

When Col. Fred Reppert mounts the auc- 
tion stand at one o’clock on Saturday after- 
noon, June ist, 1940, at Hutchinson, Kan- 
sas, he will be opening the ceremonies pre- 
liminary to the disposal of a splendid lot of 
Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle, carefully 
selected and prepared for this, the first 
public auction sale to be held under the aus- 
pices of the Mid-Kansas Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders Association. These gentlemen are 
bringing before the buying public an offer- 
ing that has been rather hard to assemble 
because of the insistence of the sales com- 
mittee upon having only the best that the 
various herds could supply. In many in- 
stances this procedure has hurt the con- 
signer’s feelings at least, for often they 
preferred to keep the cattle finally consign- 
ed. Accordingly Secretary Hetzel, a live 
wire Aberdeen-Angus enthusiast and his co- 
workers President Paul O. Hershberger and 
Vice-President J. A. Shrader, feel that they 
have assembled an offering that will not 
alone do credit to the various herds from 
which they have been consigned but that 
will go out into new hands and help build 
a reputation for the Mid-Kansas Breeders 
association. 

There are eighteen bulls and twenty-five 
females that come from eight good herds.

Kansas Cattle Feeders’ Da 

_ The twenty-eighth annual hace, Catth 
Feeders’ Day will be held at Kansas State 
College, Saturday, June 22, 1940, The date 
this year is considerably later than Usual 
because of the fact that this year a geri 
of three tests will be completed in which 
heifer calves have been wintered well snd 
then full-fed 50 days—one group in a dry 
lot and one group on pasture. fn view of 
the fact that one group has been quite prof. 
itable each year and since Kansas cattle 
feeders have not had an opportunity to gee 
these heifers at the end of the 50-day full. 
feeding period, it was decided to postpone 
this year’s Feeders’ Day until the end of 
this period, and the other tests conducted 
this year were started on a date that would 
permit completion about the same time the 
heifer feeding test was completed. 

A second report that will be made at this 
year’s Feeders’ Day will be based upon a 
test conducted the past winter in which goy- 
bean oil meal has been compared with cot- 
tonseed meal and a mixture of half cotton. 
seed meal and half soybean oil meal as pro- 
tein supplements in cattle fattening rations, 
In view of the increased acreage of soy- 
beans in Kansas and the many inquiries re- 
ceived relative to the value of soybean oil 
meal as a protein supplement in cattle fat- 
tening rations, this report should reveal jn- 
formation of considerable interest and prac- 
tical value to cattlemen through this sec- 
tion of the country. 

A third report will give the results of a 
test conducted the past winter in which full- 
feeding calves was compared with full-feed- 
ing yearlings. In this test each group will 
have been fed long enough to reach a de- 
sirable market finish. This comparison will 
be reported in detail with special emphasis 
on rate of gain, cost of gain, and net retum 
for each group. 

A fourth report relates to the possibility 
of utilizing roughage and grass by winter- 
these heifers at the end of the 50-day full- 
ing calves, grazing and selling as feeder 
yearlings in the fall. This procedure does 
not necessitate feeding any grain and, ifa 
profitable method, is splendidly adapted to 
many Kansas farms and ranches. 

The cattle involved in reports one, two 
and three mentioned above will be on exhi- 
bition Feeders’ Day and visiting cattlemen 
will have an opportunity to study these cat- 
tle just before they go to market.

champions. And then there were College 
Prince, Aberdeen-Angus breed champion, 
and Spike, champion yearling, College Earl, 
College Thickset, Cloverleaf Master, and 
Ames Model, all reserve Aberdeen-Angus 
breed champions in their respective years, 
all fitted and shown by George Edwards. 

And as though that were not enough, 
George has shown nine first prize groups 
at Chicago, five of which were grand chain- 
pion Aberdeen-Angus groups over all 
breeds and four reserve grand champion 
Aberdeen-Angus groups over all breeds. 
And think of it! For five straight years 
the Iowa State College Aberdeen-Angus 
steers swept everything before them in 
group competition against all other col- 
leges and universities in groups of five with 
all breeds competing. Probably the great- 
est of all of George’s International achieve- 
ments was the winning in 1934, the year of 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed’s Golden Jubi- 
lee celebration at Chicago, of both the 
grand champion and reserve grand cham- 
pion steers and both grand championships 
in groups over all breeds. A clean sweep 
for the Aberdeen-Angus on our golden an- 
niversary! No wonder we were all proud 
of George that year. When his old friend 
and employer in Scotland, James Whyte, 
learned of this remarkable achievement of 
his one time protege, he caused to be pub- 
lished in the British press a very fine tri- 
bute to George from which I quote in part. 

“T am very proud of the success that has 
recently come to one of our countrymen 
in America, who as a boy practically grew 
up on my farm. He knew my Aberdeen- 
Angus herd better than I did myself. If 
I was in doubt about what became of a 
particular animal, I had just to ask him, 
and though the beast had been sold years 
before, he could tell me who bought it and 
the sum paid for it. He had the whole herd 
at his finger tips. His knowledge was re- 
markable for a boy so young, and I must 
have warned him of the dangers of it at 
one time for the last time he was here he 
said to me, “There was one bit of advice 
you gave me which I have never forgotten. 
You told me that I knew a lot for a young 
chap, but I must not let that make me 
swell headed, and I have tried to live up 
to that.’ George had been shaping for a 
success of this kind right from the time 
he was a boy. He grew up among the cat- 
tle at Hayston. His success is not a fluke,” 
Mr. Whyte added, “but the result of hard 
work and sound knowledge, and nobody is 
more happy than I am to hear of it.” 

I am sure that all of George’s American 
friends and admirers will heartily concur 
in Mr. Whyte’s good opinion of him and 
will agree that he has earend a place in 
our gallery of fame, and I say our gallery, 
because I know that many people share 
my views as to the suitability of thus hon- 
ering such men as have already been chos- 
en. ——0
